You might see them as a noise, rowdy bunch of people, who 
play Tequila on their trumpet, and block your view with an 
amazingly large sombrero. Call them what you will. The 
regulars and lovers of the team will know them as the Carlton True Blues, the official 
Supporters Club of CSC. 


Each home match day, you can witness the True Blues (TB) in action chanting their rousing 
cheers, clapping their fingers to the bone, playing all sorts of tunes on their trumpets. This is 
thanks mainly to "Trumper" (John McGauran), their trumpeting mascot made famous by that 
sombrero. 


The TBs began through passionate supporters, Sam Prenesti and Nick Monteleone, the TBs 
formed out of sheer logic: there was nothing to cater for the hordes of supporters, and there 
was a missing link between the average punter and the club. This became the opportunity for 
people of like mind to come together. 


John Kadric, the self-proclaimed TB "webtinkler" holds a conviction that many people just need 
others to start the singing at a match. "We sing our bottoms off and hope everyone will join 
in. | think a lot of people are shy and | am one of those, but | like joining in the chants because 
| really believe they can lift a team plus its fun!" 


Players also vouch for this. David Terminello recently said that the voice >from the crowd really 
spurs him on, noting that although they are small in number, the sound they make is incredible. 


In their inaugural year (98/99), the TBs were proactive in initiating a number of things: the 
away matches shown on a big screen at the Charles Dickens Hotel, and the Fans Player of the 
Year Award, won last year by Sean Douglas. Following each match, votes of 3-2-1 can be sent 
to info@carltonsoccer.com.au. Currently, there is also a tipping competition running on the 
Official TB website. 


Nick Monteleone, the appointed treasurer is adamant that soccer needs to be a social event, 
as well as an obviously sporting one. "It has to be tribal, we have to scream and yell and chant. 
People love it immensely," he said. 


Fun being an aim of the TBs, many events are stage in the hope of consolidating the fan base 
and forging a stronger presence at matches. Currently, about 200 members enjoy this 
pleasure, The annual Christmas bash was held on Sunday Dec 19, culminating in the South v 
Carlton match at Bob Jane Stadium. The club regularly organises trips interstate for away 
matches, but usually makes their voices heard at Gippsland, Knights and South matches. 


Spurring on the TBs themselves, is the fact that CSCs chances at a premiership are "very good"
